A  DESIGN  FOR  A  BED  OF  HYACINTHS  IN  FIVE  COLORS. 

The  most  striking  and  satisfactory  bed  of  Hyacinths  is  one  of  three  colors,  Red,  White  and  Blue.  This  is  a  very 
appropriate  way  of  displaying  our  beautiful  National  Colors,  and  the  result  is  most  gratifying. 

We  suggest  a  bed  about  6  feet  in  diameter  (18  feet  in  circumference)  which  will  require  no  bulbs  (to  be  planted  6 
inches  apart)  as  follows: 

35  King  of  the  Blues  {centre  of  circle). 

35  Alba  Superbissima  (White)  {middle  of  circle). 

40  Robert  Steiger  or  Gen'l  Pelissier  (Red)  (outside  of  circle}. 

The  above  Choice  Selection  for  $5.50  for  the  no  Bulbs. 

Any  other  designs  can  be  made  if  desired.

Directions  for  Planting  in  the  Open  Ground.— October  and  November  is  the  proper  time,  but  they  can  be  set  out  at  any  time,  as  long  as  the 
ground  is  open  and  the  bulbs  remain  sound.  The  best  compost  for  their  culture  is  the  following:  one-third  river  or  sea  sand,  one-third  well- rotted 
cow  manure,  and  oue-third  good  garden  mould ;  or,  where  the  soil  is  naturally  light,  well-rotted  cow  manure  liberally  intermixed  is  all- 
sufficient.  The  beds  composed  of  the  above  compost  should  be  well  dug  to  a  depth  of  fourteen  inches,  and  raised  from  t  wo  to  four  inches  above  the 
level  of  the  walks.  '  The  bulbs  should  be  planted  evenly  about  six  inches  deep  (to  the  bottom  of  the  bulbs)  and  from  five  to  six  inches  apart;  if 
planted  at  uneven  depths  they  will  not  bloom  at  the  same  time,  but  irregularly.  Care  must  be  taken  not  to  press  the  earth  too  firmly  around  and  over  the 
bulbs;  some  successful  gardeners  follow  the  plan  of  setting  each  bulb  in  a  handful  of  clean  sand,  which  insures  drainage.  After  planting  rake  the 
bed  smooth,  and  after  the  ground  has  frozen  tolerably  hard  in  early  winter  cover  with  dry  litter,  leaves  or  coarse  manure.  If  this  covering  be 
applied  before  freezing  weather,  it  renders  the  bulbs  liable  to  the  predations  of  field-mice. 

For  Culture  in  Pots.— Prepare  the  above  compost,  adding,  if  possible,  a  quantity  of  leaf  mould.  The  most  favorable  time  for  planting  is 
September,  October  and  November.  The  size  of  the  pot  depends  on  the  number  of  bulbs  planted  in  a  single  one ;  three  bulbs  in  a  pot  of  say  six 
inches  in  diameter  have  a  rich  massive  effect;  one  or  two  bulbs  in  each  may  be  planted  in  proportionately  smaller  pots — two  bulbs  in  each  are 
very  effective.  In  potting,  each  bulb  should  remain  one-half  above  the  surface  of  the  soil ;  when  thus  planted,  water  them  well,  to  imbed  the  bulbs 
firmly  in  the  soil,  allowing  them  to  remain  in  this  condition  one  or  two  days;  then  bury  the  pots  in  the  open  ground  to  the  depth  of  six  inches  for 
eight  weeks,  in  which  condition  the  preparatory  root  growth  necessary  to  a  vigorous  development  of  their  flower  scapes  is  made.  After  this  period 
take  up  the  pots  and  remove  them  to  a  room  not  heated,  but  not  so  cold  as  to  freeze.  Being  exposed  to  the  light  for  the  first  time,  they  are,  of  course, 
very  delicate.  Care  should  therefore  be  exercised  not  to  place  them  in  the  direct  rays  of  the  sun  for  two  or  three  days.  When  about  ready  to  flower 
bring  them  to  the  ordinary  living-room,  where  the  warmth  will  soon  cause  them  to  bloom.  By  so  bringing  ihem  out,  a  few  at  a  time,  you  can 
secure  a  beautiful  succession  of  flowers  all  winter.  They  will  need  occasional  watering  until  they  begin  to  grow,  when  they  should  have  an 
abundance  of  air  in  mild  weather,  and  plenty  of  water. 

For  Growing  in  Glasses.— Single  Hyacinths  do  better  than  double  in  glasses,  as  they  produce  a  much  larger  and  more  showy  spike  or 
truss.  Place  the  bulb  in  the  glass,  which  should  be  filled  with  water  so  it  touches  the  bottom  of  the  bulb,  place  them  in  a  close  box  in  a  cool  place, 
or  on  a  shelf  in  the  dark  part  of  the  cellar,  change  the  water  every  ten  days  or  two  weeks  ;  keep  them  in  the  dark,  cool  place  from  six  to  eight  weeks 
then  remove  them  to  the  light  (not  too  strong).    If  then  kept  in  a  cool  room  they  will  produce  very  fine  spikes  and  remain  in  bloom  a  long  time.

•wA  OTHING  is  more  beautiful  than  a  bed  of  tulips  in  the  spring.  They  are  the  showiest  flower  in  bloom  at  that 
time  of  year.  They  should  be  planted  in  beds  of  any  design,  made  of  a  good  portion  of  loam  and  manure  mixed 
*  well  with  the  soil ;  the  distance  apart  should  be  about  four  inches.  The  bulbs  must  be  planted  about  four  inches 
deep.  A  covering  of  long  manure  or  straw  for  over  winter  is  very  beneficial  for  the  bed.  Tulips  are  also  excellent  for 
growing  in  the  house  ;  four  or  five  bulbs  to  six  or  seven  inch  pots,  or  they  can  be  forced  in  the  greenhouse  with  good  results.

The  flower  beds  in  the  city's  parks 
and  squares,  that  have  been  masses  of 
bright  colors  and  beautiful  designs  since 
April  began  and  a  welcome  relief  as  the 
first  break"  from  the  gray  and  brown  of 
the  winter  dress,  are  gradually  changing 
now  to  green,  as  the  petals  are  falling 
and  giving  the  foliage  a  chance  to  show 
itself.  Other  plants  and  later  flowering 
bulbs  too  are  pushing  their  way  through 
between  and  almost  before  we  know  it 
there  will  be  a  transformation  scene,  and 
we  shall  find  tulips  and  Japanese  iris 
flaunting  their  colors  where  we  were 
sure  the  ground  was  given  to  hyacinths. 
And,  in  a  week  or  two,  again  there  will 
be  geraniums,  roses,  cannas  and  dahlias 
where  these  have  been. 

The  beds  of  hyacinths  in  the  City 
Garden  just  now  passing  from  bloom 
were  wonderful  in  the  uniformity  of 
color  and  size  of  plants,  and  Mr.  Henry 
F.  Michell,  who  furnished  the  bulbs,  is 
justly  proud  of  the  letter  he  had  from 
Chief  Eisenhower  of  the  Bureau  of  City 
Property,  saying  so. 

Buying  and  selling  bulbs  is,  as  country 
boys  say,  by  "sight  unseen,"  there  being 
but  few  outward  and  visible  signs  by 
which  to  determine  the  undeveloped 
graces,  and  to  furnish  65,000  and  have 
them  prove  so  true  that  the  pattern 
pricked  out  by  them  does  not  show  a 
break  or  blemish  means  good  business 
management  and  skill.
